2) Dl is regarded as the closest prior art in relation 
to the subject matter of claim 1. Dl discloses (the 
references in parentheses^ are to Dl) : 

A method for setting a parameter for external 
control units of a welding device, in which 
method the welding parameters can be selected 
and set via different control elements and 
display elements on the welding device. 

Thus the subject matter of claim 1 differs from the 
known method in that a control program is activated 
in the welding device and, by means of this program, 
the selected welding parameter for setting ox" 
adjusting is selectively allocated to an external 
control unit located on an external component. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 

Article 33 (2) ) . 
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Thus the pr-oblem addressed by the present invention 
can be regarded as that of devising a method for 
setting a welding parameter for external control 
units of a welding device or a welding system, with 
which method a significant improvement in the user 
interface is achieved and flexible adaptation of the 
setting options of the external components is made 
possible for the widest range of uses or welding 
processes . 


The solution to this problem as proposed in claim 1 
of the present application involves an inventive step 
for the following reasons (PCT Article 33(3)): 


In Dl, the welding parameter that is being set 
can only be selected manually (see page 8, li-ne 
32 to page 9, line 5), namely by activating the 
individual welding parameters cyclically via an 
additional setting device. By contrast, 
according to the invention, a program in the 
welding unit is activated and allocates a 
selected parameter to the setting device. Owing 
to this central control arrangement, parameter 
setting is more flexible and simpler. 

3) Claims 2 to 6 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements with regard to 
novelty and inventive step. 
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
